“As gallant an officer as ever drew a gun.“ Chief of Police Heath 


spoke with a kind of paternal pride. 


He referred to Oscar Bayer, a 


slight boyish figure in his trim motorcycle officer's uniform, who, at the 
time, was sitting in a corner of the traffic bureau downstairs receiving 
a good-natured ragging from his fellow-officers.

000 men are Involved and that thir- 
ty-five ships already are being held 
up in London.

Campeign Leaders Urge 
Greater Efforts

Sixty thousand dollars was sent 
from Los Angeles to Santa Bar- 
bara yesterday to be added to the 
emergency relief fund of $1,100,000 
now being raised throughout Call- 
fornia to meet that city’s most 
pressing needs resulting from the 
recent earthquake disaster. 

Of this amount $60,000 was for- 
warded by the committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce in charge 
of the campaign to raise funds in 
Los Angeles county, while $10,000 
was an independent donation by 
the Standard Oil Company. 

—_ the larger items included 
in the $60,000 contribution was 
$20,000. received from the Los An- 
geles Clearinghouse Association; 
$10,468 raised through the sub- 
scription conducted by The Times; 
$1308 representing $1 each of all 
the employees of the J. W. Robin- 
son Company, and $118 from the 
employees of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The balance was made up 
of a list of smaller donations rep- 
resenting 297 individuals and firms. 


LEADERS PLEASED 

“We are much pleased with the 
donations now beginning to come 
in from firms that are collecting 
$1 contributions among their em- 
ployees,” said 8. P. Morris of the 
Chamber of Commerce, campaign 
manager for Los Angeles county. 
“This plan for raising money was 
put into effect leas than one week 
ago, and the returns, of which the 
contribution of the J. W. Robinson 
Company is an example, are just 
beginning to come in. 

“To carry out the plan the diff- 
erent lines of business have been 
classified, each firm of a given clas- 
sification canvassing its employees 
and turning in the receipts to the 
person in charge of the campaign 
for that classification. The returns 
thus far received from this source 
show contributions of 100 per cent 
among the employees of the firms 
reporting. We hope this record 
will stimulate the remaining groups 


of employees among the various 


|mercantile and manufacturing es- 
;} tablishments so that there will be 


‘a 100 per cent showing all along 
the line.” 

| While the contributions that 
went forward yesterday were an en- 
‘couragement to the campaign lead- 
ers and their associates, Mr. Mor- 
ris suggested that they are still so 
far below the goal that it will be 
necessary to carry on with renewed 


vigor. 

“With the addition of the money 
that event forward .today, the total 
‘contribution of Los Angeles county, 
so far as our records show, is only 
$83,500," he said. “Inasmuch as 
our county's quota is 419.69, this 
showing is not good, consider- 
ing the lerigth of time the cam- 
paign has been under way. Un- 
fortunately, the returns from other 
parts of the State have been no 
better. The reports on the 20th 
met. showed that on that date the 
total of all contributions through- 
ou California was only $74,701. 
That's a long way from $1,100,000 
ahd indicates that the campaign

vassing the needs of Santa Bar- 
bara. These needs have been the 
subject of most careful investiga- 
tion by the Santa Barbara Relief 
Committee, composed of some of 


the most public-spirited men in 
Santa Barbara, who furnished the 
directors with a complete state- 


ment of those needs. The Call- 
fornia Development Association 
came to the conclusion that 


$1,100,000 was the minimum sum 
that was necessary for emergency 
aid. | 
“We want to assure the people 
of California that this money is 
urgently needed and that it will 
be spent only for these purposes. 
We have been definitely assured 
by Dr. Henry 8. Pritchett, who is 
the chairman of the Santa Bar- 
bara Relief Committee, that this 
committee will have the entire 
charge, personally on the ground, 
of the expenditure of this money, 
and that it will be used only for 
charitable purposes.“

Supplementing the association's 
statement is a letter just sent out 
by Mrs. Michel A. Levy, president 
of the Santa Barbara Women's 
Club, to all federated women's 
clubs in the State, in which a vivid 
picture of the deplorable condi- 
tions in Santa Barbara are set out 
as follows: 

Three of the public schools are 
a tangled mass of iron, wood and 
plaster, the rest injured. Our 
houses of worship with one ex- 
ception were laid low. The St. 
Francis Hospital was completely 
shattered. The Old Mission, so fa- 
mous in California history, and a 
cradis of civilization in Santa Bar- 
bara, is a forlorn mass of broken 
towers and cracked walls. Many 
of the poor were driven out of 
their homes, made uninhabitable 
by the catastrophe. Distress is 
keen.”

Big Tujunga Country Fire 
Nearly Controlled 


Fighters Hope to Extinguish 


Flames Shortly 


Change in Wind Held Only 
Dunger Now Faced 


After four days and nights of 
ceaseless struggling nearly 1000 
men, directed by Federal and coun- 
ty forestry officials, began last 
night to get a strangle hold on 
the brush fire that has been rag- 
ing in the Big Tujunga country. 
Although the experienced mien 
directing the fight on the fire real- 
ize that a tricky shift in the wind 
might nullify substantial gains 
made yesterday and last night, they 
were heartened by the possibility 
of bringing the flames under con- 
trol within the next two days. 


OUTLOOK BETTER 
Despite two dangerous flare-ups 


in .two sectors yesterday, which 
were brought under contro] only 


taken, the outlook yesterday was 
| better than it has been since the 

fire started last Tuesday night. 
One flare-up occurred on the Sis- 
ter Elsie-Strawberry Peak fire- 
break, separating the Big Tujunga 
from the Arroyo Seco. A plucky 
battle put up by the fighters shoved 
the blase back out of the Arroyo 
Seco. It was announced last night 
that the Pasadena watershed ap- 
pears’ to have been saved from 
an invasion by the flames. 

The second flare-up occurred on 
the lower end of the Tujunga near 
oel ts, as a result of which 
‘Assistant County Forester Thurs- 
ton and his crew of men resorted 
to backfiring along tire firebreak 
running from Sister Elsie down to 
the river. This sector now is con- 
sidered safe. 

The fire on the north side of 
the Tujunga was driven into the 
old 1919 burn, where it is reported 
to have died out. On the south 
side of the Tujunga, above Han- 
sen’s ranch, Federal Ranger Shay 
and his men backfired all along 
the river up as far as Lucas Can- 
yon. Thus, roughly speaking, the 
hottest part of the fire has n 
confined between Shay’s backfire 
along the Tujunga and the ridge 
dividing the Arroyo Seco and the 

Tujunga with its front moving 
on up toward the head of the rie-

too much of a good thing. | 

Dr. Pabst of New York sounds the alarm 
by saying that few persons are aware that 
a severe case of sunburn is actually a dan- 
serous affliction. “A bronzed askin,” he 
says, may cover the most serious of body 
disorders,” and, of course, his knowledge 
comes ‘from treatment of cases on the At- 
lantic Coast, where the bumidity is much 
higher than it is here in Southern Califor- 
nia. He tells us that during July and Au- 
gust “the sun delivers its most ultra-violet 
light—the invisible part of sunshine that 
burns the skin,” and the danger is that of 
getting too large a dose ata single exposure. 
This, he says, may be followed by conges- 
tion of' the lungs and inflammation of the 
kidneys and, furthermore, that the heat of 
sunshine has nothing to do with the burn- 
ing. 

It one exposes an arm to a 90-dlegree heat 
before a fireplace or immerses it in hot 
water the redness will disappear when the 
heat is removed.

new transformers. 

The reader may remember that 
one disadvantage of the resistance 
method of “improvement” was that 
the volume was reduced.

All listen- 
ers know how sometimes a signal 
will boom in with much more vol- 
ume than is wanted. Cutting this 
down by detuning the input tuner 
ia possible, but not always desir- 
able, since distortion is frequently 
introduced in this manner. 

The logical answer to the vol- 
ume-control problein is to make 
some adjustment to the amplifier 
itself. Several methods may be 
used, but some of them are far

Stock Market Average 
During Week Mounts to 
Level of March, 1919 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK. Aug. 22.—Stock 
Prices forged steadily upward this 
week, despite a large volume of 
profit-taking and bear selling, part- 
ly in the motor issues. The aver- 
age of twenty leading industria! 
stocks attained another high rec- 
ord for all time, and the average 
of twenty leading railroad issues 
mounted to the highest level since 
March, 1919. 

Reaching of an agreement for 
the funding of the Belgian debt to 
this country was one of the out- 
standing financial developments of 
the week. It was followed by a 
slight improvement in Belgian ex- 
change and a. moderate rally in 
Beigian bonds. Reports of ex- 
panding trade, continuance of easy 
money and prospects for tax re- 
duction this fall Were all factors 
in the advance in stock prices. 

Despite further crude oi! and 
gasoline price cuts, off shares 
showed a marked reversal in form. 
rallying briskly on what appeared 
to be the hasty retreat of an over- 
extended short interest. A sharp 
reduction in crudé-oll output last 
week and a growing belief in the 
oil trade that no further downward 
revision of prices Was likely, at- 
tracted fresh buyiag into these is- 


sues. 

Although the weekliv steel trade 
reviews failed tq disclose any 
marked improve t in forward 


business, the steel Rares neverthe- 
less developed a firm tone on the 
theory that expanding mill opera- 
tions and stiffening price tenden- 
cies for certain iron and steel 
products would be favorably re- 
fiected in third-quarter earnings 
statements. 

Copperas responded. to the hard- 
ening tendency of prices and the 
pubjication of a report showing 
that copper stocks on hand were 
the lowest of any time since the 
war. American Smelting led the 
advance in that group bv crossing 
112 to the highest price since 1916. 
A good demand also was noted in 
other nonferrous metal stocks. 
Spectacular advances again took 
place in some of the high-priced 
public utility and electrical-equip- 
ment issues and other specialities. 
Selling of the motora was in- 
spired by the sharp competition 
for business. reflected in the recent 
widespread cutting of automobile 
prices.

CROP CONDITIONS BRIGHT 


Weather conditions in July and 
the firat ten days of August were 
generally favorable to the matur- 


ing and harvesting of crops, ac- 
cording to a report issued yester- 
day by the Wells Fargo Bank and 
Union Trust Company of San 
Francisco. Heevy loca rains fell 
in the Sierra Nevada Mountains, 
adding to stream flows and irriga- 
tion supplies. Rivers are at usual 
summer stages in ‘Northern Call- 
fornia. Pastures and ranges remain 
in satisfactory condition and in 
moet sectluns are much detter than 
is usual at this season. 

Conditfon of cotton on the ist 
inst. was reported at 90 per cent 
of normal. _A yield of 279 pounds 
per acre is ind!cated, forcasting a 
production of approximately 886. 
000 bales on the 176,000 acres un- 
der cultivation June 25. 

The sugar beet crop suffered se- 
verely in the past two months and 
important acreage has been aban- 
doned, due largely to blight and 
thrip damage. Presen’ condition 
indicates a crop of only 525,000 
tons, compared with 785,000 tons 
last vear. 

While condition of the walnut 
crop declined in July. a large crop 
of 21.060 tons is expected. On the 
Ist inet. the condition was estimat- 
ed at $4 per cent of normal. com- 
pared with 82 per cent last year 


ent. 
Condition of all grapes declined 


points in July and Las estimated 
at 79 per cent on the Ist inst. Com- 
pared with a ten-year average of 
87 per cent.

The Prune Association has an- 
nounced an advance in price of 
1-4 cent per pound on the remain- 
ing stock of 1924 prunes. a guar- 
antee being given by the sassocta- 
tion against decline until the end 
of September.

After sitting through five 
of the eight programs played 1 
am prepared to accept Ganz as a 
splendid conductor, despite his 
limited period of service in a field 
which more and more is attracting 
unfamiliar figures. 
His precise status, is naturally, 
difficult to estimate in such circum- 
siances as those surrounding his 
endeavors here. For it is in an 
auditorium that one works. best as 
a conductor. Nevertheless I found 
in Gang a leader keen in his un- 
derstanding of the music he sought 
to interpret, alert, sensitive, and 
aristocratic.

FOR FUTURE ARTIST

success. During the Bowl! season 
of a year ago auditions for the 
young formers of Southern 
California were held.

Our audiences 
show a marked preference for Eu- 
ropean musicians, and the reason 
fe neither snobbishness nor Euro- 
pean propaganda. It is a natural 
Gemand for well-developed mu- 
sicianship It is a right and prop- 
er requirement of a public per- 
former. When our students take 
their harmony and theory as a pre- 
liminary to the study of an instru- 
ment and continue them through 
the years of preparation for the 
concert stage, we will have fewer 
eomplaints about rophets being 
without honor in their oon coun- 
try. and so on. 

The music audiences of the com- 
ing generation will demand more 
because they will know so much 
more. If our young students are 
to meet this demand. it wil! be 
through broader musicianship.

In the opinion of Merle Armi- 
tage, s Angeles impresario, the 
future of the art of stage decora- 
tion lies in thig country. In sup- 
port of this statement he elaborat- 
ed his theory during a recent in- 
terview as follows: 

“Although modernism in stage 
decoration has flowered most 
abundantly within the past fifteen 
years, the thing that has been 
called the new movement in the 
theater ie a quarter of a century 
6id. It nas swept the playhouses 
of Germany and Russia, touched 
lightly the French and British 
stages, and in the last seven years 
risen to dominance in the serious 
theater and operahouse of Amer- 
ca. Abroad, such names as Gor- 
don Craig, Reinhardt, Simonson, 
et al, have followed the trend of 
thought set in motion by Appia. 
From Russia has come Bakst, Gol- 
ovin, Roerich, and Anisfeld; from 
Vienna, Urban. In America Rob- 
ert Edmond Jones, Norman-Bel 
Geddes, and an American archi- 
tect, William Lee Woollett have 
greatly enriched our theaters by 


their fresh viewpoint and sound ar- 


tistic standards. 
“For a positive purpose the new 
stagecraft sets itself to visualize 
the atmosphere pf a play or an 
opera. Its urtists aim to make, in 
the settings called for in the text, 
an emotional envelope appropriate 
to the dramatic mood of the au- 
thor or composer, a visualization in 
color, line and light of the domi- 
nant emotions to be pictured by 
the actors or the singers. The ar- 
tistic means to this end are simpli- 
fication and suggestion. It is al- 
ways and utterly opposed to copy- 
ing upon the stage photographical- 
ly, the confusion and detail of ac- 
tuality. The setting is the back- 


‘ground of the actor.’ quotes Ken- 


neth Macgowan in the Theater of 
Tomorrow “and it is essential that 
he shall de properly set off by his 
background and properly fused in- 


— 


to it. He must mean more because 
of the settings, not less.’ 


“The case against the old set- 
tings is that either its garishness 


or its detail tends to obscure the 
actor or singer The scenic artist 
can suggest either the naturalistic 
or the abstract, either reality, or 
an idea and an emotion. The West 
has seen much less of the modern 
trend of theater decoration than 
it should, Pav) »wa and her com- 
pany have brought us glimpses of 
the new days, as did the Beggars 
Opera, and a few of the Chicago 
Opera vets. 

“The Los Angeles Grand Opera 
Association has taken a step in the 
direction ot the modern idiom and 
the modern note in decoration and 
color. In so doing it has followed 
accepted and sound principals. 
The policy of the management to 
give operatic performances which 
would be of a high standard de- 
manded the inclusion vf some- 
thing more than the commonplace 
scenic investiture. By the active 
co-operation of a number of influ- 
ences. including the gracious loan 
of blue prints and drawings from 
the Metropolitan Operahouse, New 
York, the advice and counsel of 
one of our finest architects, and 
the services of Stephen Horbeczek,

He makes no preténse at har- 
boring other than purely economic 
views, He considers that the re- 
tention of the Philippines is es- 
sential to the economic progress 
of United States and he 
brushes aside the fact that “‘inde- 
pendence” wag promised to the 
people of the islands just as soon 
as they were able to demonstrate 
their ability to govern themselves. 
_“Interdependence” on, not inde- 
| pendence of the United States is 
what the islands need in Mr. 
Poole’s view and he gives some 
fairly plausible reasons for the 
faith that is in him. 

It may, of course, be pointed out 
that most of the reasons presented 
py the author showing that the 
Philippines should not be given 
their independence were given by 
British statesmen and business 
men at the time of the American 
Revolution as to why the Col- 
onies should not be granted inde- 
pendence, and the same dire pre- 
dictions as to what would happen 
if that independence was granted.

Exact Replica 


The most expensive set ever 
filmed for an Independent produc- 
tion was put before the speed cam- 
eras last week at the Jesse J. Gold- 
burg studio. It is a miniature set 
of a Red River lumber camp of 
northern California over which an 
electrically operated railroad 
trestle and train runs to its des- 
truction. 


This replica of forest and river

“Conspiracy to ruin the reputa- 
tion of Max Phillips by getting him 
into a compromising position and 
inducing him to violate the Mann 
Act.“ 

According to Detective Rue, 
Berg's wife and the Hildebrant 
woman have confessed to their 
share of the plot. Berg and Mrs. 
Johnston refused to make any 
statement. 

Mrs. Johnston and Mrs. Berg 
were trapped early today in the 
dining-reom of Mr. Phillips's home 
after they had attempted to in- 
duce him to make a trip- on a 
yacat in company vith them. 
Mr. Phillips's suspicions had 
been aroured, and before the ar- 
rival of the women the principal 
rooms of the house had been wired 
and d#ttographs installed, with the 
wires leading to the basement of 


the house, where a stenographer 
and a county detective were con- 
cealed, listening to the conversa- 
tion.

| Warrant for $250,000 Port Improvement

and City Auditor Myrtelle L. Gunsul, which developed last Saturday 
when she halted payment on a city warrant for $250,000 for harbor im- 


provement work, was broken today with the victory going to

Mise Gunsul, despite her protests, 
was forced to sign a new warrant 
for $250,000 which will be loaned 
by the city to the Federal gov- 
ernment so that the work of deep- 
ening the Los Angeles half of the 
connecting channel between Los 
Angeles and Long Beach harbors 
may begin at once. The Federal 
appropriation for this work will 
not become available until 1926 
and as Long Beach desired the 
work to start at once the agree- 
ment was entered into with Wash- 
ington for a loan to carry on the 
project until the Federal funds 
become payable. 

Miss Gunsul, who is about to 
undergo an operation as result of 
injuries she received last week 
while taking a bath at her home, 
objected vigorously to signing the 
new warrant but the Council over- 
ruled her objections, leaving her 
no alternative but to sign.

conditions precedent and condi- 


subsequent. A condition 
precedent is one which is to be 
performed before some right de- 
pendent thereon accrues or some 
act dependent thereon is per- 
formed. 

A condition subsequent is one 
referring to a future event upon 
the happening of which the ob! ga- 
tion becomes no longer binding 
upon the other party if he chooses 
to avail himself of the condition. 
and where an estate or interest is 
so given as to vest immediately, 
subject only to be divested by some 
subsequent act or event. , 

Broadly speaking, as applied to 
conveyinces wherein a condition 
precedent is imposed, title does 
not vest in the grantee until per- 
formance of the condition. Where 
a condition subsequent is imposed, 
the title vests at once in grantee 
upon delivery of the ceed, subject 
to defeat in case of breach of the 
condition.

Highway Plans 


The ‘first definite action toward 
removing the State highway sys- 
tem from political control and 
placing it on a purely engineering 
and economic basis came yesterday 
when an al’-day conference was 
held by representatives of the Cal- 
ifornia State Automobile Associa- 


tion and the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. A total of 
160,000 .motorists are included in 
the combined memberships of these 
organizations, both of which are 
committed to the policy of good 
roads, and each of which in Its ac- 
tivities covers one half of the State. 
In his statement explaining his 
disapproval of the gasoline bin 
passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, Gov. Richardson ex- 
pressed the hope that the two great 
motor clubs would assume lead- 
ership in formulating a construct- 
ive highway building program for 
the benefit of the entire State, and 
it was in response to this implied 
request that the joint committee 
met. yesterday for preliminary dis- 
cussion. It is expected that sev- 
eral months will be required to 
evolve a definite, vractical plan un- 
der which the State may continue 
its highway development under the 
best conditions and at a minimum 
of expense to the taxpayers. 
Other conferences will be held 
as the proposed plan assumes more 
definite form.

There is no reason why, after a few of 
these electrical treatments, the average 
mother cannot be trained in their use so 
that she can give them te her child for a 
long period of time. : 

Next is the problem of maintaining a 
free blood circulation and sufficient venous 
drainage. Massage answers this purpose ad- 
mirably. Mothers can be taught by a good 
masseur some of the simple rudiments of 
massage technique, so that they may do this 
work for their child at home. 

Experience has shown that the benefits 
of free tirculation are very great. A few of 
the simple principles of beth osteopathic 
and chiropathic spinal technique ought to 
be taught to the mother who is compelled 
to take care of a child suffering from pa- 
ralysis.

Strychnine has also been used, and 
in some cases, as the result of considerable 
publicity, serums have been tried. 

All drug medication, according to stand- 
ard authorities, has for its principal objec- 


ber, there is not a single drug, serum or 
fhoculation known to modern medicine 
which can successfully overcome the pa- 
ralysis or even prevent it.

First, this disease according to the law 


thorities should be notified for quarantine 
purposes. All children who have come in 
contact with the child affected should be 
kept away from other children, at least for 
a two-week period. The quarantine should 
. be rigidly enforced. It is the social obliga- 
tion of those affected to respect the quaran- 
tine laws. 


Next, ascertain the fever—whether it is 
high or low. By “high” I mean more than 
two degrees above normal. It should then 
be kept rigidly under control by means of 
water applications—the alternate warm and 
cold water applications to the abdomen have 
been found most effective in controlling the 


fever symptoms. These should be kept up 


until the waste material is completely ex- 
pelled. 


The skin should be kept open by frequent 


tepid bathing. There is no necessity for the 
giving of any kind of nutrition. It is a 
serious mistake to feed a child suffering 
with fever, and a still greater mistake to 
feed heavy or commonly called “nutritious” 
stimulating foods during the preliminary pa- 
ralysis attack. The child needs every par- 
ticle of his vital powers to overthrow the 
toxic onslaught of the disease and is in 
poor condition to handle the accumulation 
of food, 

For the average child, an occasional glass 
of thoroughly pure, fresh, sweet orange 
juice and an occasional small plate of vege- 
table broth is all that is needed during the 
fmitial stages. 

Complete rest and unlet are alw indi- 

cated and necessary. None but er or 
— should be permitted to remain in 
the room. The child’s nasal and mouth se- 
cretions should be burned, and the most 
rigid antiseptic conditions of the sick-room 
should prevail. All visitors must be kept 
away.

The Arnold Arboretum at Jamaica 
Plain, Massachusetts, attached to Har- 


vard University, is the most wonderful - 


and the fullest collection of hardy trees, 
shrubs and vines to be found in all the 


world, yet it contains less than 250 acres. 


Southern California should have one sev- 
‘eral times as large, containing all that is 
at Jamaica Plain and the vegetation of 
the subtropic zones as well. Climatic 
limitations at the Arnold Arboretum are 
severe; no tree of Southern America, 
even from the high mountains, can with- 
stand the harsh winters there. The mon- 
key puzzle, Araucaria imbricata, from the 
Chilian Andes, hardy in England and 
Ireland, will not grow in New England. 

It is nothing less than a crying shame 
that so great and prosperous a common- 
wealth as California, with a climate 
allowing and fostering the growth of 
plant life from every part of the earth 
except the extreme tropics should have 


no botanic garden, while the harsh New 


England climate has, in just fifty years, 
under most trying circumstances and dif- 
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that would prove equally potent in public 
life with the improved methods and con- 
ditions brought about at home. 

Street Planting 

In a section where so much general in- 
terest is shown in street and roadway 
adornment as in Southern California, one 
would expect to see all frontage that is 
planted at all set out to suitable trees at 
proper distances apart. More especially 
should we have an orderly array in Los 
Angeles, and the fact that so many use- 
les’ and unsightly trees are to be seen 
proves but too plainly that we need an 
extensive city forestry department. 

We have a wonderful variety of suit- 
able street trees in our markets so that 
one may easily and cheaply align his 
property frontage with such trees, set at 
such distances apart, that the value of 
the holding is thereby enhanced.

Canneries Busy With Million-Case Pack Marbet Strong and Profitable 


Recker Valley fruit grow- 
ers have cause to rejoice,this sea- 
son, For the first time in the history 

of the canning industry in California, South- 
ern California’ peaches have brought “higher 


prices than northern fruit and it has been 


proven conclusively that Southland districts 
can grow just as good canning peaches as 
any other section if proper attention is paid 
to cultural methods. At any rate, that is 


the opinion of many canners in this section, 


where some experienced orchardists have 
been bringing in a high quality fruit. 


Four ago the local peach growers’ 
association began pooling fruit, with an idea 
of getting better returns. The result was as 
expected and the growers were able to se- 
cure prices on a par with those received 
in the north. Early this season, growers 
set a price of $40 a ton for their best fruit. 


This pool was made up of 3200 tons, and 
was participated in by about 200 growers. 


The canneries offered $35 a ton for choice 
peaches but growers held out for $40. After 
a deadlock of several weeks the big Califor- 
nia Co-operative plant here tobk 2500 tons 
of the pool, and 700 tons went to the Me- 
Keon cannery at Burbank. Growers gener- 
ally are pleased with the way their fruit 
is being handied, although there was a 
shortage, and some canneries had to pay 
over $40 for poorer quality fruit to fill their 
contracts. Of course, this caused some com- 
ment both inside and outside the pool, as 
some growers were not clear-headed enough 
to realize that without the pool, they would 
not have been able to realize prices nearly 
so high on any fruits. There is general sat- 
isfaction with the pool, however, and next 
year should see more fruit handled in this 
manner as it seems to be one way for grow- 
ers to get a fair price for their crop. 


O. L. Townsend, grower, and director in 
the association, believes that the peach in- 


dustry in this section has at last started off 
on a paying basis, but says that only when 


proper care is given to spraying pruning and 
other cultural practices will fruit of a good 
canning quality be secured. J. B. Southwell, 
field representative of the California Co- 
operative Cannery here, is of the same opin- 


ion, as is Prof. George P. Weldon, pomolo- 


gist of the Chaffey Junior College, and a 
director in the association as well as its ex- 
pert. When the writer visited this district © 
a couple of weeks ago these men were con- 
ducting a meeting of growers and county 
horticultural commissioners, brought togeth- 
er to discuss some prevalent peach diseases, 
in the office of the “Co-op” plant. Later 
those in attendance were shown through the 
plant to study the effects of some of these 
diseases on the fruit. Examination was 
made of fruit even after it was in the cans, 
to show that certain conditions brought on 
by cultural negligence tended to increase 
the proportion of off-grade and off-color 
fruit. Thig meeting was attended by about 
thirty growers and authorized wom and 
proved to be very successful. 


CANNERIES BUSY 


At the present time, the peach canning 
season is in full blast throughout the valley, 
with six plants packing a crop that is con- 
sidered fair. According to Prof. Weldon,

The Control of Black Scale in Citrus 


Orchards and Town Lots 


By WILLIAM E. LANDON 
Deputy Horticultural Commissioner of Los Angeles County 


NE of the vexations of the horticultural 
O industry is the tree on the city lot. 

At this particular moment the citras 
groves of Southern California are undergo- 
ing treatment for black scale, but black 
scale does not confine its activities to big 
groves exclusively. The pest breeds, feeds, 
multiplies and visits the neighbors just as 
diligently on Los Angeles backyard citrus 
trees as in the commercial tracts of the cit- 
rus belt, And the same treatment which 
causes them to curl up and die in the coun- 
try has a like effect in town. 

On August 7, the writer paid a visit to the 
orange grove of Bright and Damerel, east 
of Covina. Twenty acres were being 
sprayed by a crew from the Covina Valley 
Fumigating Company, a subsidiary organiza- 
tion of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. The rig carried a wedge-shaped 
tower, from the top of which a man directed 
one spray gun, while two more operators 
were afoot and drenching the trees from 
the sides. In this way two rows of trees 
were treated at the same time. This is go- 
ing after the orchard pests in earnest. 

An official test of the pressure of the 
sprayer was made, the gauge showing 350 


pounds immediately back of the nozzle. This 


is regarded as good: Then the trees were 
examined and found to be thoroughly wet 
on the upper and lower surfaces of leaves, 
twigs and branches. The county maintains 
a regular inspection service of spraying and 
fumigation equipment, together with meth- 
ds of application. All commercial spray- 
ers and fumigators are required to have 
State certificates and licenses from county 
authorities. 

The spray was Composed of a miscible oil 
mixed with water in the proportions of one 
and a half to two per cent oil. It emulsi- 
fies readily. Some of the spray material 
contains a casein spreader. Where this is 


not present about one and a half pounds of 
epreader are added to 300 gallons of the 
mixed spray. The cost of spraying under or- 


At the ten-acre grove of John Rees, H. J. 
Smead’ was spraying lemon trees on the 
same day, using a new type of gun—an in- 
vention of his own. By means cae extensions 
built out of pipe he is able to reach over 


the treetops and drench them from all up- 


Mr. Smead is of an inventive 
turn of mind, and has imbedded an iron ring 
in the front of his wagon below the tower 
through which the reins are passed, so. the 
pull on the horses comes from behind and 
not overhead.

There are two methods of treatment, of 
course—fumigation and spraying. Both 
have their adherents and both treatments 
are used extensively. The géneral con- 
clusion which the open-minded appear to 
have reached is that “it all depends.” In 
certain districts and under certain condl- 
tions it would seem that one treatment is 
more effective, while tm another district 
with different conditions, the other proves 
better, In the meantime experimentations 
used in both treatments are being improved. 
This is not intended to be in any sense & 
comparison of the two methods—the in- 
stances of spray use were mentioned be- 
cause the writer happened upon them. They 
show how progressive commercial growers 
are fighting the enemy.

GOOD RETURNS EXPECTED 


According to J. B. Southwell of the Cali- 
fornia Co-operati Cannery, the total, 
peach pack for Southern California will run 
close to 1,000,000 cases. As the market 
for the canned product is strong, he be 
leves that both growers and canneries will 
make money this year. The “co-op” plant, 
with new and strong marketing connections, 
has an assured outlet for all the fruit that 
can be packed, he says. Other factors de- 
clare that the total pack for the Southland 
will not run over 750,000 cases, and that 
estimates for the Pomona Valley, given in 
this article are too high. However, as the 
season progresses, new and better figures 
may be obtained. It is the writer’s person- 
al opinion that the pack will run short of 
present estimates. The fresh fruit market 
is not sought to any great extent in the Po- 
mona Valley, as growers in the San Fernan- 
do Valley are supplying Los Angeles with 
table fruit largely. There was one outstand- 
ing sale in this district, however, brought 
to the writer’s attention by O. L. Townsend. 
He says that G. H. Williams, a local grower, 
sold the crop of three acres of Elvertas on 
the trees for $1800, securing $900 in cash on 
the deal. There was a bumper crop of ex- 
cellent table fruit in this orchard and that 
probably accounts for the almost unbeliev- 
able return. 


While most orchards yield an average of 
five tons of canning fruit to the acre in this 
district, some growers report an. average 
return of twice that amount this year, in 
orchards where exceptional care was taken 
in spraying and pruning the trees. On the 
whole, growers are keyed up to a higher 
pitch of enthusiasm over their future pros- 
pects than ever before, due directly to the 


results secured by pooling their fruit dur- 
ing the 


past few years. 


BIG PEACH SEASON

years of experimentation to back up his be- 
lief. For two score years, William Shrader, 
known as the “Butterfly Man of Florence,” 

has been breeding butterflies under artificial 
conditions, and the results of this work 
have aseured him,-he says, that all of our 
thousands of different species of butterflies 
were not made at once, but that they have 
developed by the slow process of evolution. 
Heat and cold, dry and moist air, all have 
a different effect on the development of col- 
or and shape of wings in butterflies, he de- 
clares, gnd the conditions under which he 
breeds them, using electric ovens, with va- 
rious degrees of humidity and temperature, 
correspond to the changing climatic en- 
vironments to be found in different parts of 
the world, proving, in his opinion, that the 
butterfly could have developed differences 
*hrough migration from one environment (o 
another, In fact, this veteran scientist de- 
clares that he has succeeded in producing 
in a very short time what it has taken na- 
ture thousands of years to evolve, and that, 
through experimental breeding, he has ac- 
tually created butterflies that are known 


in his own laboratory only. 


While his work has interested many well- 
known leipoterists, Mr. Shrader is a true 
student and says he is working for posterity 
and not for his own advancement. A mod- 
est, retiring, kindly little man, now sixty 
years of age, he lives in a unique home lab- 
oratory, built with his own hands, and 
known as the “Butterfly House,” with a 
background of untiring patience and hard 
work, handicapped by chronic ill health. 
His years of investigation have resulted in 
many cases of beautiful butterfly specimens, 
artificially raised, with a voluminous mass 
of notes on his experiments for those who 
follow in his footsteps. Artificial breeding 
of butterflies is not a new field, but Mr. 


Shrader believes he has made significant 


advances in this line, and asks no other 
reward than the satisfaction of accomplish- 
ment.

BUILDS A MOUNTAIN | 


Ill health does not permit him to visit the 
mountains, where he spent most of 
youth, so he went Mahomet one better by 
bringing the “mountains” to his home.

it to native shrubs and Then 
built winding trails to the summit where a 
spring is found gushing into a bed of ferns. 
But perhaps the most interesting part 
the ornamental planning on the 
limestone cave built in 
“mountain.” On first inspection 
hardly believe that it is artificial, so faith- 
fully has the work been carried out with ~ 
white cement. Reaching back about twen- 
ty feet into the mound, this underground 
fairyland, with its glistening stalactic for- 
mations and clear pools teeming with gold 
fish and water lilies, presents a picture of 
unusual beauty. The whole work, from 
the ivy-covered. entrance to the 
reaches, shows the same painstaking effort. 
The walls show strata carried out in veriest 
detail from one end te the other, and the 
desired underground atmosphere is created 
by the constant dripping of water from the 
stalactites, brought in through concealed 
pipes in the roof of the cave. 


Then there’s a sunken garden, made by 
the building up of the “mountain,” and ad- 
joining it on the east. It is partially walled 
with concrete, though very irregularly done 
to create the impression "that it has been 
dug through several strata of limestone. 
The walls of this sunken garden, as well as 
much of the surface of the ornamental 

lanting, is covered with lippia, beautiful 
2 blossom. The entire garden is shaded if 
by the spreading branches of two mulberry 
trees, and a wide variety of ferns and other 
shade plants are to be found growing there. 
It is in this protected spot that the elephant 
ear plant, one of the aroids, indigenous to 
the tropics, has bloomed two years in suc- 
cession, a very unusual thing. Although 
this plant is commonly planted in Southland 
gardens, it has been rarely known to bloom 
outside, but under the careful attention of 
the “Butterfly Man,” this plant has put forth 
two well-developed blossoms. While the 
flower of the elephant ear is not showy, 
comprising but the slender spadix of the 
aroids, in its characteristic spathe, it is 
one of the most fragrant blossoms known. 
Its aroma permeates the entire garden dur- 
ing the forenoon, but can only be noted in 


the afternoon close to the plant. 


The We cave and sunken garden 
are the result of thirteen years’ work, oe 
resenting the time that Mr. Shrader has 
spent on his Flerence place. But during 
this period he has also secured his depend- 
ence from the soil, and from hig poultry 


GRAPES IN DEMAND 


A vegetarian for many years, Mr. Shrad- 
er has always maintained a large vegeta- 
ble garden, with many specialties in sea- 
son. His surplus is sold to neighbors, and 
the writer for one can testify as to the qual- 
ity of products grown by him. This year, 
he had several rows of fine celery, some ex- 
cellent sweet corn, and a variety of root 
and leaf crops. For winter use, Mr. Shrader 
dries a large quantity of celery, for he be- 
lieves this vegetable is exceptionally health- 
ful. Blackberries, too, are grown in abund- 
ance, Several vines are trained to a long 
fence bordering the sunken garden, and be- 
sides adding a rustic touch to the garden, 
these provide many quarts of berries for 
the grower, as well as for sale to neighbors. 
The vines were fruiting when the writer 
visited Mr. Shrader’s place last, and every 


cane was loaded with luscious blackberries, 


attesting the care in pruning and watering 
that had been given them. 

But perhaps the most remarkable of all 
practical plantings on the place is a grape 
arbor, planted to Concord grapes. There 
are but seventeen vines, about 12 years old, 


yet they cover completely an arbor ten feet 


wide and about 200 feet long. Each year 
these vines bear about 1200 pounds of 
grapes which Mr. Shrader disposes of for 
around 10 cents per pound. A few weeks 
before the grapes ripen, about August 15, 
a register may be found fastened to the 
door of the “Butterfly House,“ opened for 
orders for Concord grapes which are in de- 
mand throughout the neighborhood.

The 71 herds represented made an average 
production of 944 pounds of milk and 63.3 
pounds of butter fat per cow, and out of the 
total number of animals tested there were 
1818 cows that produced forty pounds. of 
fat or more each for the month, The high- 
est producing pure-bred heifer made 69.4 
pounds of fat, and is owned by Pottenger 
Sanatorium, Monrovia, the second highest, 
with a production of 50.1 pounds, being 
owned by F. F. Pellissier, Whittier. W. 8. 
Thompson, Burbank, and J. W. Chase, Van 
Nuys, took first and second places respec- 
tively, for grade heifers, with records of 
unds and 52.7 pounds of fat. With 
a production of 94.3 pounds of fat, a cow 
owned by A. M. Dunn, Castaic, took first 
honors for pure-breds, second place going to 
the Los Angeles County Farm, a cow in this 
pure-bred herd producing 95.3 pounds of 
fat, from which 10 per cent was deducted. 
because she was milked three times daily. 
W. S. Thompson, Burbank, and Scott Broth- 
ers, Pomona, had the two highest produc- 
ing grade cows, with respective monthly 
records of 88.5 pounds and 86.6 pounds of 
fat. Pottenger Sanatorium, Monrovia, took 
first place for best five cows in pure-bred 
herds of thirty cows or less with a produc- 
tion of 291.4 pounds of fat, and also second 
place with a production of 223.6 pounds of 
fat. First place for best five cows in pure- 
bred herds of more than thirty cows, went 
to A. M. Dunn, Castaic, on a production of 
259.2 pounds of fat, second place for this 
class going to Earl Graham, Rivera, whose 
five best cows produced 380. vounds of fat, 
from which 18 per cent was educted be- 
cause they were milked four times daily. 
Five cows from the Ira Hostetler herd, Po- 
mona, topped the list for five best cows in 
grade herds of thirty or less, their produc- 
tion being 312.2 pounds of fat; second place 
in this class went to B. D. Clanton, Norwalk, 
whose five cows produced 294.2 pounds of 
butter fat. The best five cows in grade 
herds of from thirty to sixty cows produced 
339 pounds of fat, and are owned by Scott 
Brothers, Pomona; second place went to C. 
Rouff, Palmdale, whose best five cows pro- 
duced 384.4 pounds of fat. Five cows in the 
herd qwned by V. Del Fante, Van Nuys, 
with a production of 336.8 pounds of butter 
fat, topped the list for grade herds of 60 
50 cows, second place going to W. S.

ley, who also had the five highest producing 
cows, with a total of 274.6 pounds of fat to 
their credit, or an average of 54.9 pounds 
of fat each. Diemoz Brothers of Brawley 
tock second in the class for five highest 
cows, with a production of 265.1 pounds of 
fat, an average ‘of 53 pounds of fat each. 
Of the seventy‘five herds tested during the

Smithson, Holtville. The highest producing 
grade cow made 533.1 pounds of fat from 
12,777 pounds of milk in 230 days, and‘is 
owned by Armstrong and Krumbholz, See- 
ley. H. G. Farnsworth of El Centro had the 
highest-producing pure-bred first calf heifer, 
with a production of 313.3 pounds of fat from 
5652 pounds of milk in 222 days, and the 
highest producing grade first calf heifer 
with a production of 303.4 pounds of fat 
from 5675 pounds of milk in 210 days, The 
best five cows in one herd for the first eight 
months test were also owned by H. d. 
Farnsworth, and produced 1921.3 pounds of 
butter fat and 40,918 pounds of milk dur- 
ing that time; second place was taken by 
F. B. Walker, El Centro, his five highest 
cows producing 1906.1 pounds of fat and 
44,382 pounds of milk in eight months.
